As a mailer of fact, it was ac¬ 
knowledged by the minister, Beat- 
tie first admitted bis guilt Nov¬ 
ember 9. i be day after be eutered 
the death cell, and before tbe 
fruitleas appeal for a commuta¬ 
tion of sentence was made to tbe 
Governor. 

Tben a,I hope.that tbe Gover¬ 
nor would interfere was gone. 
Tbe extraordinary tocument fal¬ 
lows:
